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DETAILED ACTION 

New claims 21-28 have been added. 

Claims 1-10 and 17-28 are currently pending in this application. 

1 . In view of the amendment filed March 29, 2001 , no outstanding rejections are maintained. 

2. The following new ground of rejection was necessitated by Applicant's amendment. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 112 

3. Claims 1-10, 17-21, 23-25, 27 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
as containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

The base claims 1 and 18 have been amended to recite a linker peptide of "nine or more 
amino acid residues," Applicant asserts that the amendment has support in the instant 
specification due to the disclosure of the linkers SEQ ID NO: 2 and SEQ ID NO: 4. However, 
the only linkers these provide support for are said specific linkers. The disclosure of two specific 
linkers of nine amino acid residues do not provide descriptive support for other linkers of the 
same length or longer. Therefore the recitation of "nine or more amino acid residues" constitutes 
new matter and must be removed. Similarly, the recitation of "six or more amino acid residues of 
said linker are lysine" constitutes new matter because there is no disclosure of such species other 
than SEQ ID NO: 2 and SEQ ID NO: 4. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 22 and 26 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
